BOSTON, Nov. 26, 1828. 


TO THE HON. JOHN QUINCY ADAMS. 


Sir,—The undersigned, citizens of 


Massachusetts, residing in Boston and 
Its vicinity, take'the liberty of addres- 
sing you on the subject of a statement 
published iti the National Intelligencer 
of the 21st October, and which purports 
to have been communicated or authori- 
sed by you. 


In this statement, after speaking of 


those individuals in this State, whom 
the writer designates ab 'certain leaders 
of the party which had the manage- 
ment of the State legislature in their 
hands'in the year 1808, and saying that 
in the event of a civil war, he (Mr. A- j 
dams) 'had no doubt the leaders of the 
party would secure the co-operation 
with them of Great Britain,'it is added, 
'That their object was, and had been 
for several yeai-s, a dissolution of the 
Union, and the establishment of a sepa- 
rate Confederation, he knew from une- 
quivocal evidence, although not prove- 
able in a court of law.' 


This, Sir, is not the expression of an 


opinion as to the nature and tendency 
of the measures at that time publicly a- 
dopted, or proposed, by the party pre- 
vailing in the State of Massachusetts. 
Every citizen was at liberty to form his 
0wn opinions on that subject; and we 
cheerfully submit the propriety of those 
measures to the judgment of an impar- 
tial posterity/ But the sentence which 
we have quoted contains the assertion 
of a distinct fact, as one \\ ithin your own 
knowledge.—We are not permitted to 
consider it as the unguarded expression 
of irritated feelings, hastily uttered at 
a time of great political excitement.— 
Twenty years have elapsed "since this 
charge was first made, in private cor- 
respondence with certain members of 
Congress; and it is now deliberately 
repeated, and brought before the public 
under the sanction of your name, as be- 
ing founded on unequivocal evidence, 
within your knowledge. 


"W e do not claim for ourselves, nor 


even for those deceased friends whose 
representatives join in this address, the 
title of leaders of any party in Massa- 


swered. We are therefore constrained, 
by a regard to our deceased fii'-nds and 
to our posterity, as well as by a sense 
of what is due to our own honor, most 
solemnly to declare, that we have never 
known or suspected that the party which 
prevailed in Massachusetts in the year 
1808, 
or any other party in this state, 


ever entertained the'design 1o produce 
a dissolution of the Union, or the estab- 
lishment of a separate Confederation. 
It is impossible for us in any other 
manner to refute, or even to answer 
this _ charge, until we see it fully and 
particularly stated, and know the evi- 
dence by -which it is to be maintained. 


The undersigned think it due to 


themselves to add, that in making this j 
application to you they have, no design 
nor wish to produce an effect on any po- 
litical party or question whatever.—• 
Neither is it their puipose to enter into 
a vindication or discussion of the mea- 
sures publicly adopted and avowed by 
the persons against whom the above 
charge has been made. Our sole object 
is to draw forth all the evidence on 
which that charge is founded, in order 
lhat the public may judge of its appli- 
cation and its weight.

MR. ADAMS' REPLY /TO THE 


PRECEDING LETTER. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 30, 1828. 


Messrs. H. G- Otis, Israel rhorndike, T. H. 


Perkins, William Prescott, Daniel Sarg-ent, 
John Lowell, William Sullivan, Charles 
Jackson, Warren Dutton, Benjamin Pick- 
man, Henry Cabot, C. C. Parsons, and 
Franklin Dexter— 
Gentlemen—I have received your 


letter of the 26th ult. and recognizing 
among the signatures to it, names of 
persons for whom a long, and on my 
part, uninterrupted friendship, has sur- 
vived all the bitterness of political dis- 
sention; it would have Afforded me 
pleasure to answer with explicitness 
and candor not only those persons, but 


bers of Congress, who did me the hon- 
or at that agonizing crisis to our Na- 
tional Union, of soliciting my confiden- 
tial opinions upon measures under de- 
liberation, I expressly acquitted the 
great body of the federal party, not on- 
ly of participating in the secret designs 
of those leaders, but even of being pri- 
vy to or believing in their existence. 
I now cheerfully repeat that declara- 
tion. 
I well know that the party were 


not prepared for that convulsion, to 
which the measures and designs of 
their leaders were instigating them, 
and my extreme anxiety for Uie substi- 
tution ofthe non-intercourse for the em- 
bargo arose from the imminent danger 
that the continuance and enforcement 
of this latter measure would promote 
the views of those leaders, by goading a 
majority of the people and ofthe legis- 


cnusetts; but we were associated in 
politics with the party prevailing here 
at "the period referred to in the state- 
ment above mentioned; some of us 
concurred in all the measures adopted 
by that party; and we all warmly ap- 
proved and supported those measures. 
Many of our associates who still sur- 
vive, are dispersed throughout Massa- 
chusetts and Maine, and could not ea- 
sily be convened to join us on the pre- 
sent occasion. 
We trust, however, 


that you will not question our right, if 
not for ourselves alone, at least in be- 
half of the highly valued friends with 
whom we acted at that time, and espe- 
cially of those of them who are now de- 
ceased, respectfully to ask from you 
such a full and precise statement of the 
facts and evidence relating to this accu- 
sation, as may enable us fairly to meet 
and answer it. 


The object of this letter therefore is, 


to request you to state 


First, Who are the persons designa- 


ted as leaders of the party prevailing in 
^Massachusetts in the year 1803, whose 
object you assert was, and had been for 
several years, a dissolution of the U- 
nioj3,a3id the establishment of a separate 
Confederation ? and 


Secondly, The whole evidence on 


•which the charge is founded. 


It is admitted in the statement ofthe 


charge, that it is not proveable in a 
court of law, and of course that you 
•were not in possession of any legal evi- 
drnce by which to maintain it. 
The 


1'iHJvnce, however, must have been 
feiu.li as in your opinion would have 
Occii pronounced unequivocal by honor- 
able roe*! ©f discriminating minds; and 
v.e may certainly expect from your 
sense of justice and self-respect a full 
disclosure of all that you possess. 


A charge of this nature, coming as, it 


does from the first magistrate of the 
nation, acquiies an importance which 
v e cannot affect to disregard ; and il is 
o:ie-*hich we ought not to lea-ve unan. 


each and every one of you, upon the on- 
ly questions in relation to the subject 
matter of your letter, which as men or 
as citizens, I can acknowledge your 
right to ask ; namely, whether the in- 
terrogator was himself one of the per- 
sons intended by me in the extract 
which you have given from a statement 
authorised by me and published in the 
National Intelligencer of 21st October. 


Had you or either of you thought 


proper to ask me this question, it 
would have been more satisfaction to 
rne to receive the inquiry separately 
from each individual, than arrayed in 
solid phalanx, each responsible not on- 
ly for himself but for all the others. The 
reason for this must be so obvious to 
persons of your intelligence, that I 
trust that you will spare me the pain of 
detailing them. 
_ But, Gentlemen, this is not all.— 
You undertake your inquisition, not in 
your own names alone; but as the rep- 
resentatives of a great and powerful 
party, dispersed throughout the states 
of Massachusetts and Maine: A par- 
ty commanding, at the time to which 
your inquiries refer, a devoted majority 
in the legislature of the then United 
Commonwealth; and even now, if judg- 
ed of by the chaiactcr of its volumeer 
delegation, of gieat influence and res- 
pectability. 


I cannot recognize you, on this occa- 


sion, as the representatives of that par- 
ly, for two reasons—first because you 
have neither produced your credentials : 
for presenting yourselves as their chain- 
pions, nor assigned satisfactory rea- 
sons'for presenting yourselves without 
them. 
But, secondly, and chiefly, be- 


cause your introduction of that parti 
into this question is entirely gratuitous. 
Your solemn declaration that you do not 
know that the federal or any other par- 
ty, at the nmc. to which my statement 
refers, intended to produce t 
lution ofthe Union, and the f< 


lature to the pitch of physical resis- 
tance, by State authority, against the 
execution of the laws of the Union : the 
only effectual means by which the U- 
nion could be dissolved. Your mod- 
esty has prompted you to disclaim the 
character of leaders of the federal party 
at that time. If I am to consider this 
as more than a mere disavowal of form, 
I must say that the charge, which I la- 
ment to see has excited so much of 
your sensibility, had no reference to a- 
nyofyou. 


Your avowed object is controversy. 


You call for a precise state of facts and 
evidence; not affecting, so far as you 
know, any one of you, but to enable you 
fairly to meet and to answer it. 


And you demand, 
1. Who are the persons designated 


as leaders of the party prevailing in 
Massachusetts, in the year 1808, whose 
object I assert was, and had been, for 
se\ eral years, a dissolution of the Union, 
and the establishment ofaseperate con- 
federacy ? and. 


2. The whole evidence, on which 


that charge is founded. 


You observe that it is admitted, in 


the statement of the charge, that it is 
not proveable in a court of law, and 
your inference is, that I am of course 
not in possession of any legal evidence, 
by which to maintain it. 
Yet you call 


upon me to n>ime the persons affected by 
the charge; a charge in your estimate 
deeply stigmatisingupon those persons; 
and you permit yourselves to remind 
me, that my sense of justice and self-res- 
pect oblige me to disclose all that I pos- 
sess.—My sense of justice to you, gen- 
tlemen, induces me to remark, that I 
leave your self-respect to the moral in- 
fluences of your own minds, without 
presuming to measure it by the dicta- 
tion of mine. 


sons, for whom you have and can have 
no right to speak. 


These considerations appear indeed 


to me so forcible, that it is not without 
surprise, that I am compelled to believe 
they had escaped your observation. 
I 


cannot believe of any of you that which 
I am sure never entered the hearts of 
some of you, that you should have se- 
lected the present moment, for the pur- 
pose of drawing me into a controversy 
not only with yourselves, but with oth- 
ers, you know not whom—of daring me 
to the denouncement of names, which 
twenty years since I declined commit- 
ting to the ears of confidential friend- 
ship ; and to the production of evidence 
which, though perfectly satisfactory to 
my own mind, and perfectly competent 
for the foundation of honest and patri- 
otic public conduct, was adequate in a 
court of law neither to the conviction of 
the guilty, nor to the justification of the 
accuser, and so explicitly pronounced 
by himself. 


^You say that you have no design nor 


wish to produce an effect on any politi- 
cal party or question whatever,—nor 
to enter into a vindication of the mea- 
sures publicly adopted and avowed by 
the persons against whom the above 
charge has been made.

believe that this subject should be dis- 
cussed between you and me, as you pro- 
pose, when calling upon me for a state-' 
menr, with the avowed intention of re- 
futing it, and not produce an effect on 
any political party, or question P

declare to have had your sanction and 
approbation, it needs no disclosure 
now, 
that a radical and irreconcileable 


difference of opinion between most of 
yourselves and me existed. 
, _ And can you suppose that in disclo- 
sing names and stating facts, known 
perhaps only to myself, I could consent 
to separate them from those public 
measures, which you so cordially ap- 
proved and which I so deeply lamented ? 
Must your own defence against these 
charges forever rest exclusively upon a 
solemn protestation against the natural 
inference from the irresistible tendency 
of action to the secret intent of the ac- 
tor ? That a statesman who believes 
in human virtue should be slow to draw 
this inference against such solemn as- 
severations, I readily admit: but for the 


sed him of this treasonable negotiation 
by citizens of Massachusetts, to secede 
from the Union during the war, and 
perhaps rejoin after the peace.

the substitution of the nonintefcourse 
lor the embargo, took place twelve 
months after this interview, and at a 
succeeding session of Congress, when 
1 was not even a member of that body. 
The negotiation for seceding from'the 
Union with a view to rejoin "it after- 
wards, if it ever existed, must have been 
during the war. I had no knowledge of' 
such a negotiation, or even of such a de- - 
sign. 
I could therefore have given no- 


such information. 


But in giving an unqualified denial to 


tins statement of Mr. Jefferson, and in 
showing that upon the face ofthe letter 
itself u could not be correct, it was due 
to him to show, that the misstatement 
on his part was not intentional; that it 
arose from infirmity of memory/which 
the letter itself cand'idly acknowledged; 
that it blended together iri_ one indis- * 
tinct mass, the information whiclTfhacl 
given him in March, 1808, with the 
purport of confidential letters,'which I 
had written to his and my friends in 
Congress a year after, and with event's, 
projects, and perhaps mere suspicions, 
natural enough as consequences ofthe 
preceding times, but which'occurred, 
if at all, from three to six years'later, 
and of which he could not have had in- - 
formation from me. The'simple fact 
of which I apprized-Mr.-Jefferson-was, - 
that, in the summer of 1807, about the 
time of what was sometimes called the 
affair of the Leopard and Chesapeake, _

Suppose, then, that in compliance 


with your call, I should name one, two, 
or three persons, as intended to be in- 
cluded in the charge. Suppose nei- 
ther of those persons 10 be one of you. 
\ou however have given them notice, 
that I have no evidence against them, 
by which the charge is proveable in a 
court of law—and you know that I, as 
well as yourselves, am amenable to th«? 
laws of the land. Does your self-res- 
pect convince you that the persons so 
named, if guilty, would furnish the ev- 
idence against themselves, which they 
have been notified that I do not possess'? 
Are you sure that the correspondence, 
which would prove their guilt, may not 
in the lapse of 25 years have been com- 
mitted to the flames ? In these days 
of failing and of treacherous memories, 
may they not hzve forgotten that any 
such correspondence ever existed ? 
And have VOH any guarantee to offer, 
that I should not be called bv a sum- 
mons more imperative than yours, to 
produce in the temple of justice the 
proof, which you say I ha»e iiot, or 
be branded for a foul a::»l 
slanderer of .spotless and persecuted 
virtue, is it not »jc^idcs iriia*riual)lc 
that persons may exist, v.-ho, though 
twenty five years since drh en in the 
desperation of disappointment, to the

the most distant imagination of offend- 
ing you or of injuring any one of you.— 
But, on the contrary, for the purpose 
of expressly disavowing a charge, which 
was before the public, sanctioned with 
the name ofthe late Mr. Jefferson, im- 
puting to certain ciluens of Massachu- 
setts treasonable negotiation:, with the 
British government during the n:ar, and 
expressly stating that he h^d received 
information of this KHO.M ;.JK.

had seen a letter from the Governor 


of Nova Scotia to a person in Massa- 
chusetts, affirming that tneJ British^ 
government had certain information of 
a plan by that of France, to conquer ' 
the British possessions and effect^ a 
revolution in the U. States, by means 
of a 'varjbeuveen them and G. Britain. - 
As the U. Slates and G.Britain. were 
in 1807 at peace, a correspondence 
with the Governor of Nova Scotia,held 
by any citizen of the U. States, import- " 
ed no violation of law; nor .could the 
correspondent be responsible1 for any. 
thing which the governor might write. 
But my inferences from this fact.were, 
that there existed between the British 
government and the party in Massachu- 
setts opposed to Mr. Jefferson, a chan- 
nel of communication through the Gov- 
ernor of Nova Scotia, which he was ex- 
ercising to inflame their hatred against 
France and their jealousies against 
their own government. The letter was 
not to any leader of the federal party ; 
but I had no doubt it had been shown 
to some of them, as it had been to me, 
without injunction to secrecy; and, as 
I supposed, with a view to convince me 
that this conspiracy between Napoleon" 
and Mr. Jefferson really existed. 
How 


that channel of communication might 
be further used, was matter of conjec- 
ture ; for the mission of Mr. John Hen- 
ry was nine months after my interview 
with Mr. Jefferson, and precisely at the 
.lime when I was writing to my friends 
in Congress ihe letters urging" the sub- 
stitution of the non-intercourse for the 
embargo. 
Of Mr. Henry's mission I 


knew nothing till it was disclosed by 
himself in 1812. 


It was in these letters ^of 1808 and 


3 SQy, that I mentioned the design of 
certain leaders of the federal party to ef- 
fect a dissolution of the Union, and the 
establishment of a Northern Confedera- 
cy. This design had been formed in 
the winter of 1803, '}, immediately af- 
ter, and as a consequence of the acqui- 
sition of Louisiana. Its justifying cau- 
ses to those w ho entertained it were, 
that the annexation of Louisiana to the 
Union transcended the constitutional 
power* of the xorenimcnt of the U. 
Stales. That ii formed in fact a new- 
confederacy 10 which the States, united 
by the former compact, were not bound 
to adhere. That it was oppressive tcr 
the interests and destructive to the in- 
fluence of the Northern section ofthe 
confederacy, whose right and duty It 
therefore was to secede from the new 
body politic, and to constitute one of 
their own. 


1 his plan was so far matured, that 


the proposal had been made to an indi- 
vidual to permit himself, at the proper 
time, to be placed at li^e head of the 
military TnGiemcjU-*, which it wao fore- - 
seen would be necessary for carrying it 
into execution.

separate State, have provided a 


judiciary power, judges and juries to 
decide between the individual and the 
legislative act, which he has resisted as 
unconstitutional. 
But let us suppose 


the case, that legislative acts of one or 
more Slates of this Union are past, con- 
flicting with acts of Congress and com- 
manding the resistance of their citizens 
against them, and what else can be the 
result but war,—civil war ? and is not 
that, de/uc/o, a dissolution of the Union, 
so far as the resisting States are con- 
cerned'? and what would be the condi- 
tion 'of every citizen in the resisting 
States ? Bound by the double duty of 
allegiance to the Union, and to the 
State, he would be crushed between the 
upper and the nether millstone, with 
the performance of every civic duty 
converted into a crime, and guilty of 
-treason, by every act of obedience to the 
law. 


That the power of annexing Louisi- 


ana to this Union had not been delega- 
ted to Congress, by the Constitution of 
the U. States, was my own opiniun; and 
it is'recorded upon the journals of the 
senate, of which I was then a member. 
But, far from thinking the act itself a 
justifying cause for secession from the 
Union, I regarded it as one of the hap- 
piest events which had occurred since 
the adoption of the constitution.— 
1 regretted that an accidental illness in 
my family, which detained me on my 


, way to Washington to take my seat in 


the senate,4 deprived me of the power of 
voting for the ratification of the trea- 
ties, by which the cession was secured. 
I arrived at Washington on the fourth 
day of the session of Congress, and on 
entering the city, passed by the secre- 
tary of the senate, who was going from 
the capitol to the president's house with 
the advice and consent of that body to 
the ratification. 


J took my seat in the senate the next 


day. .Bills were immediately brought 
Into Congress making appropriations 
to the amount of fifteen millions of ^dol- 
lars for carrying the convention into ef- 
fect, and for enabling the president to 
take possession of the ceded territory. 
These measures were opposed by all 
the members of the senate who had vo- 
ted against the. ratifications of the con- 
"yentious. They were warmly and cor- 
dially supported by me. 
I had no 


doubt 'of the constitutional power to 
make the treaties. It is expressly del- 
"egatedin the constitution. 
The power 


of-making the stipulated payment for 
thVcession, and of taking possession oi 
the ceded territory, was equally un- 
questioned by me; they were "construc- 
tive powers, but I thought them fairly 
incidental, and necessarily consequent 
upon the power to make the treaty.— 
But the power of annexing the inhabi- 
tants of Louisiana to the Union, of con- 
ferring upon them, in a mass, all the 
rights, and requiring of them all the 
duties, of citizens of the United States, 
it appeared to me had not been delega- 
ted to Congress by the people of the U- 
nion, and could not have been delegated 
by them without the consent of the peo- 
ple of Louisiana themselves. I thought 
they required an amendment of the 
constitution, and a vote of the people of 
Louisiana; and I offered resolutions for 
carrying both those measures into ef- 
fect, which were rejected. 


It has been recently ascertained, by a 


letter from Mr. Jefferson to Mr. Dun- 
bar, written in July, 1303, after he had 
received the treaties, and convened Con- 
gress to consider them, that, in his o- 
pinion, the treaties could not be carried 
into effect without an amendment to 
the constitution : and that the proposal 
for such an amendment would be the 
first measure adopted by them, at their 
meeting. Yet Mr. Jefferson, president 
of the U. States, did approve the acts 
of Congress, assuming the power which 
he had so recently thought not delega- 
ted to them, and as the executive of 
the Union, carried them into execution. 


Thus Mr. Jefferson, president of the 


U. Stales, the federal members of Con- 
gress, who opposed and voted against 
the ratification of the treaties, and my- 
f 


self, all concurred in the opinion, that; 
the Louisiana cession treaties tmusccn- 
ded the constitutional powers of ihe 
government of ihe United Stales. Bui 
it was, alter all, a question of construc- 
tive power. The power of making the 
treaty was expressly given without lim- 
itation. The sweeping clause, by vv hich 
all powers, necessary and proper for 
carrying into effect those expressly dd- 
egaled,;?jcn^ be understood as unlimited, i 


obedience is not due to an unconstitu- 
tional law, and that itb execution may 
be lawfully resisted, you must admit, 
that hud the laws of congress for an- 
nexing Louisiana to the Union been re- 
sisted, by the authority of one or m*»rc 
states of the then existing confederacy, 
•^unconstitutional, that resistance might 
have been carried to the extent of dis- 
solving the Union, arid of forming a 
new confederacy; aud that if the con- 
sequences of the cession had been so 
oppressive upon New England and the 
north, as was apprehended by \\^ fede- 
ral leaders, to whose conduct at that 
time all these observations refer; t'«ie 
project which they did then form of 
severing the Union, and of establishing 
a northern confederacy, would in their 
application of the abstract principle to 
the existing state of things^ have been 
justifiable. 


In their views, therefore, T impute to 


them nothing which it could be neces- 
•sary for them to disavow ; and, accord- 
ingly, these principles were distinctly 
and explicitly avowed, eight years af- 
terwards, by my excellent friend, Mr. 
Quincy, in his speech upon the admis- 
sion of Louisiana as a state into the U- 
nion. 
Whether he had any knowledge 


of the practical project of 1803 and 4, 
I know not; but the argument of his 
speech, in which he referred to my re- 
corded opinions upon the constitutional 
power, was an eloquent exposition of 
the justifying causes of that project, as 
I had heard them detailed at the time 
That project, I repeat, had gone to the 
length of fixing upon a military leader 
for its execution ; and although the cir- 
cumstances of the times never admit- 
ted of itb execution, or even of its full 
developement, I had yet no doubt, in 
1808 and 1809, and have no doubt at 
this time, that it is the key to all the 
great movements ol these leaders of the 
federal party in New England, from 
that time forward, till its final catastro- 
phe in the Hartford convention. 


Gentlemen, I observe among the 


signers of your letter, the names of two 
members of that convention, together 
with that of the son of its president.— 
\ouwillnot understand me as affirming, 
that either of you was prh y to this plan 
of military execution, in 1804. That 
may be known to yourselves, and not to 
me. A letter of your first signer, re- 
cently published, has disclosed the fact," 
that he, although the putative, was not 
the real father of the Hartford conven- 
tion. 
As he, who has hitherto enjoyed 


unrivalled, the honors, is now disposed 
to bestow upon others the shame of its 
paternity, may not the ostensible and 
the real character of other incidents at- 
tending it, be alike diversified, so that 
the main and ultimate object of that 
assembly, though beaming in splendor 
from its acts, was yet in dim eclipse to 
the vision of its most distinguished 
members ? 


However this may be, it was this pro- 


ject of 1803 and 4, which, from the time 
when I first took my seat in the senate 
of the U. States, alienated me from the 
secret councils of those leaders of the 
federal party. I was never initiated in 
them. 
I approved and supported the 


acquisition of Louisiana; and from the 


The act of exercising it, presupposes a 
departure from the principle of com- 
pact, and a resort to that of force. 


If, in the exercise of their respective 


functions,the legislative,executive, arid 
judicial authorities of the Union on 
one side, and of one or more states on 
the other, are brought into direct colli- 
sion with each other, the relations be- 
tween the parties are no longer those 
of constitutional right, but of indepen- 
dent force. Each party construes the 
common compact for itself. The con- 
structions are irreconcileable together. 
There is no umpire between them, and 
the appeal is to the sword, the ulti- 
mate arbiter of right between indepen- 
dent sta'es, but not between the mem- 
bers of one body politic. I therefore 
hold it as a principle, without excep- 
tion, that whenever the constituted au- 
thorities of a state, authorize resistance 
to any act of Congress., or pronounce it 
unconstitutionul, they do thereby de- 
clare themselves and their State, guaod 
//oc,out of the pale of the Union. That 
there is no supposable cose, in which 
(hepcopte of a State might place them- 
selves in this attitude, by the primitive 
right of insurrection against oppres- 
sion, I will not affirm; but they have 
delegated no such power to their legisla- 
tures or their judges ; and if there be 
such a right, it is the right of an indi- 
vidual to commit suicide—the right of 
an inhabitant of a populous city to set 
fire to his own dwelling house. 
These 


are my views.—But to those, who 
think that each state is a sovereign 
judge, not only of its own rights, but of 
the extent of poxvers conff-rred upon 
the general government by the people 
of the whole Union ; and that each 
State, giving its own construction to 
the constitutional powers of Congress, 
may array its separate sovereignty a- 
gainst every act of that body transcend- 
ing this estimate of their powers—to 
say of men holding, these principles, 


first moment that the project of sepaia- 
tion was made known to me, I opposed 


ress- 


It is lo be presumed, thai when Mr. 
'• 


Jefferson approved and executed ihe 
; 


acts of congress, assuming the douotful 
power, he had brought his mind io ac- 
quiesce in this somewhat laiimdinarian 
construction. I opposed it as long and 
as far as my opposition could avail,- — . 
I acquiesced in ii, after it had rccchcd 
the sanciion of all ihe organized auihor- 
hy of the Union, and the tacil acquies- 
cence of the people of the United Stales 
and of Louisiana. Since which time, 


to it a determined and inflexible 
lance. 


It is well known to some of you, gen- 


tlemen, that the cession of Louisiana 
was not the first occasion upon which 
my duty to my country prescribed to 
me a course of conduct different from 
that which would have been dictated to 
me by the leaders and the spirit of party. 
Mope than one of you was present at a 
meeting of members of the Massachu- 
setts legislature, on the 27th of May, 
1802, the day after I first took my seat 
as a member of that legislature. A 
proposal then made by me, to admit to 
the council of the commonwealth, a pro- 
portional representation of the minority 
as II existed In the two houses, has, I 
trust, not been forgotten. 
It was the 


first act of my legislative life, and il 
marked the principle by which my 


•vv hole public career has been governed, 
from that day u> this. 
My proposal 


was unsuccessful, and perhaps it forfeit- 
ed whatever confidence might have 
been otherwise bestowed upon me as a 
parly follower. My conduct In ihe sen- 
ale of the U. Stales, with regard to the 


cession, was not more ac- 


ceptable to ihc leaders of 1,:e federal 
party, and some of you ma}* perhaps 
remember thai It was not suffered io 
pass without notice or censure, In ihe 
federal journals of the time. 


With regard lo ihe project of a sep- 


arate Northern confederacy, formed in 
the winter of 1803-'4in consequence of 
the Louisiana cession, It is noi lo me 
that you amis! apply for copies oi the 


that, for the ten years from 1804 to 
1314, they were intending a dissolu- 
tion of the Union, and the formation of 
a new confederacy, is charging them 
with nothing more than with acting up 
to their principles. 


To the purposes of party leaders, 


intending to accomplish the dissolu- 
tion of the Union and a new Confede- 
racy,^ two postulates are necessary.— 
First, an act or acts of Congiess, which 
may be resisted as unconstitutional—and, 
secondly, a state of excitement among 
the people of one or more States of the 
Union sufficiently inflamed, to produce 
acts of the State Legislates, conflic- 
ting with the acts of Congress. 
Reso- 


lutions of the Legislatures, denving 
the powers of Congress, are the first 
steps in this march to disunion ; but i 
they avail nothing, without subsequent 
and corresponding action. The an- 
nexation of Louisiana to the Union was 
believed to be unconstitutional, but it 
produced no excitement to resistance 
among the people. I is beneficial con- 
sequences to the whole Union were 
soon felt, and took away all possibility 
of holding it up as the labarum of a 
political religion of disunion. 
The 


projected separation met with other 
disasters, and slumbered, till the at- 
tack of the Leopard on the Chesapeake, 
followed by the Oiclers in Council of 
llth November, 1807, led to the em- 
bargo of the 22d December of that 
year.—The first of these events brought 
the nation to the brink of war with G. 
Britain ; and there is good reason to be- 
lieve that the second was intended as a 
measure familiar to the policy of that 
government, lo sweep our commerce 
from the ocean, carrying Into British 
ports every vessel of ours navigating 
upon the seas,and holding them, then- 
cargoes, and their crews, in sequestra- 
tion, to aid In the negotiation oi Mr. 
Rose, and bring us to the terms of ihe j 
British cabinet- This was precisely \ 
the period at which the governor of 
Nova Scolia was giving to his corres- 
pondent in Massachusetts, the iriendly 
warning from the British government 
of ihe revolutionizing and'conquering 
plan of France,which was communica- 
ted to vne, and of which I apprized Mr. 
Jefferson. 
The Embargo,In the 


time, had been laid, ant! had i>avcd 
of our vessels am! seamen froia the] 
grasp of the British cru;.>i:rs. at had 
rendered impotent ihe British Qrdcis 
In Council; but, at the same iinae, It had 
choked up thccham-eis of -our ov» n com- 
jnercc." As its operation bore vv ii n hcav y 
pressure upon the commerce and nav I- 
gali-on of Ihe NOJ ih, the federal lc 
soon began to clamour against it. 
to denounce it as unconstitutional 
then to call upon the ComMfitisiI - 
lo concert measures among thcmschec,, j 
lo resist its execution. 


The question made of the constku- j 


the judge .was in its favour, it continu- 
ed to be argued to the juries; and even 
when silenced before tliem, was in the 
distemper of the times so infectious, 
that the juries themselves habitually ac- 
quitted those charged with the violu- 
tion of that law. There was little 
doubt, that if the question of constitu- 
tionality had been brought before the 
State judiciary of Massachusetts, the 
the decision of the court would have 
been against the law. The first postu- 
late lor the projectors of disunion, was 
thus secured. The second still lingered, 
for the people, notwithstanding their 
excitement, still clung to the Union, 
and the federal majority in the legisla- 
ture was very small. Then was brought 
forward the first project for a conven- 
tion of Delegates from the New Eng- 
land States to meet in Connecticut, and 
then was the time, at which I urged 
with so much earnestness, by leueis 
to my friends at Washington, the sub- 
stitution of the non-intercourse for the 
embargo. 


The non-intercourse was substituted. 


The arrangement with Mr. Erskine 
soon afterwards ensued: and iu Au- 
gust, 1809, i embarked upon a public 
mission to Russia. 
My absence from 


the U. States was of eight years* du- 
ration, and I returned to take charge of 
ihe department of State in 1817. 


The rupture of Mr. Erskine's ar- 


raneement, the abortive mission of Mr. 
Jackson, the disclosures of Mr. John 
Henry, the war with G'-eat Britain,the 
opinion of the judges of the Supreme 
Court of Massachusetts, that by the 
constitution of the United States, no 
power was given either to the Presi- 
dent or to Congress, to determine the ac- 
tual existence of the exigencies, upon 
which the militia of the several states 
may be employed in the service of the 
United States, and the Hartford Con- 
vention, all happened during my ab- 
sence from this country. I forbear to 
pursue thenarrative. The two postulates 
for disunion were nearly consummated. 
The interpObition of a kind Providence, 
restoring peace to our country and to 
the world, averted the most deplorable 
of catastrophes, and turning over to the 
receptacle of things lost upon earth, 
the adjourned Convention from Hart- 
ford to Boston, extinguished (by the 
mercy of Heaven, may it be for ever 1) 
the projected New England Confeder- 
acy. 


Gentlemen, I have waved every scru- 


ple, perhaps even the proprieties of my 
situation, to give you this answer, in 
consideration of that long and sincere 
friendship for some of >ou, which can 
cease to beat only with the last pulsa- 
tion of my heart. 
But I cannot con- 


sent to a controversy with you. Here, 
if you please, let our joint correspon- 
dence rest. I will answer for the pub- 
lic eye, or for the private ear, at his 
option, either of you, speaking for him- 
self, upon atiy question, which he may 
justly deem necessary, for the vindica- 
tion of his own reputation. But I can 
recognise among- you no representa- 
tive characters.
